Dionysius was drawn as wearing a nebris (fawn skin). But even though he's jolly — and drunk, 
Bacchus was fierce 1n battle. 





As Greek Pan and Roman Faunus, Nimrod became a musical god of woods and wildlife. Pan 
was the son of Hermes (Roman Mercury), another name for Cush. 











But Nimrod was not all fun and games! 


NIMROD WAS SATANIC! 





As Moloch (or Molech), Nimrod demanded human sacrifices—usually babies! He's clearly 
named in the Bible 11 times. Read Leviticus 18:21. 








But he became more than that... 


NIMROD BECAME KNOWN AS

In Canaan, Nimrod looked mild-mannered as skinny El. But this guy was the head of the gods. 
And though his name is not mentioned in the Bible, his wife Ashtoreth (Semiramis), is found 9 
times, and her son/husband Baal (Tammuz) 1s mentioned no less than 76 times! 





As the Greek god Zeus (the Roman Jupiter) he wasn't mild-mannered at all. The myths said he 
had a bad temper, hurled lightning bolts and bore piles of kids with both goddesses and human 
women. Zeus actually blends parts of both Nimrod and Tammuz (Baal) together. This sounds 
confusing, but remember: almost all the gods were created from only five real people! 





In later myths, Kronos (Roman Saturn) was added as Zeus's father. And Kronos' wife, Rhea, 
the "builder of towers" was created from Semiramis. Almost all of these early gods were the same 
four people! But there was only one woman—Semiramis—to create all those goddesses.

Semiramis was a multi-faceted woman. Each aspect of her personality became the starting place 
for goddess religion. The most obvious one is the GODDESS OF LOVE. But love takes many 
forms, and not all of them are good. Semiramis' kind of "Iove" brought prostitution to the world. 








Her most famous forms are Venus (Roman) and Aphrodite (Greek). Just like Semiramis, 
Aphrodite had many lovers, and temples to her engaged in prostitution and all forms of debauchery. 
Other names for her as "love goddess" are Inanna, Ishtar, Astarte, Ashtoreth and Asherah.

From the earliest drawings of her as Ishtar, Semiramis was known as a lady of war. To kings she 
was a warrior goddess.

That 1s not an ordinary bow. It actually symbolizes the crescent moon! And in Diana's bow you 
can see a star as well. That's no coincidence. Semiramis is also a moon goddes 22 and goddess of 
the mornino/evenino star (the planet Venus).

e Huwawa's head. The entrails made into "Huwawa's face" served as a guide to divination. When ап 
animal was cut up, they used this guide (written on the back of the terracotta (earthenware) figurines 
of Huwawa (later called by the Assyrians Humbaba or Khumbaba) to determine secrets of the present 
and future by the way the innards lay. See Cultural Atlas of Mesopotamia & the Ancient Near East 
by Michael Roaf (1990), p. 76, as well as Mesopotamia: the Invention of the City by Gwendolyn 
Leick (2001), illustration #19. For a picture of the whole body of Huwawa, see the /llustrated 
Dictionary of Mythology by Philip Wilkinson (1998), p. 25. 


* Cedar Forests. For information on the cedar forests of the Zagros mountains, see 
http://www.kurdistanica.com/english/enviro/ecology.html. 


* Harlot and "Virgin Queen." Many forms of Semiramis were worshipped both as a promiscuous 
woman and as a virgin! For instance, see Hislop's The Two Babylons and Turner & Coulter's 
Dictionary of Ancient Deities. Both have very many references to countless goddesses (forms of 
Semiramis-Ishtar-Inanna) who were worshipped both as physically wanton and as virgins. In 
addition, their worship usually involved prostitutes (see p. 59). These facts are easy to find. Just go to 
the index and search under the names of goddesses listed in Chapter 3 of this book. (Also see the End 
Note to p. 59.) 


e Semiramis (Inanna-Ishtar) married Tammuz (Dumuzi). Since she claimed her son was actually 
her reincarnated husband, she by definition had to be "married" to him, whether they actually had a 


ceremony or not. But we don't have to merely rely on logic. Ancient literature and modern researchers 
are pretty unanimous (check the books in our Bibliography, for instance) that Inanna (or Ishtar) was 
married to Tammuz. For a few examples of some ancient literature, see "The Electronic Text Corpus 
of Sumerian Literature" (online at http://etcsl.orinst.ox.ac.uk/), based at the University of Oxford . 
Over 350 ancient Sumerian literary works have been both transliterated (changed into English letters 
and phonetic symbols for pronunciation purposes) and translated into readable English online. Some 
of the works that tell about Inanna-Ishtar and Dumuzi (Semiramis and Tammuz) are "Inana's Descent 
into the Underworld," "Dumuzid and Jectin- Ana," "Dumuzid and His Sisters," "Dumuzid's Dream" 
and "Inana and Bilulu." And these are just a few of the thousands of documents that have been 
discovered—and just in the Sumerian language. Don't forget that there are also ancient clay writings 
in Akkadian, Assyrian and Babylonian. There 1s no shortage of information on the development of 
Babylon Religion. 


* Ancient myths about Inanna & Dumuzi. See the note to page 52. 


e Tammuz killed by a wild boar. We see this in the myths of Adonis, Attis of Phrygia and Bacchus. 
See Hislop's Two Babylons, pp. 99-101, 273. 


e Cult of Inanna-Ishtar. The cult of Ishtar (or Inanna) flourished over ancient lands, partially owing 


to its manner of worship — ritual prostitution! They taught that ritual relations with a prostitute were а 
form of worshipping Ishtar (Semiramis). From these ancient perversions, the concept of "fertility 
cults" spread all over the world. They linked the fertility of the women to the fruitfulness of the land, 
and would engage in wild orgies at times, making themselves believe the land would grow good 
crops because the "gods" would be pleased. For more information on Ishtar and Inanna, see these 
resources:

* Note about the terms "Inanna" and "Ishtar:" The two names are seen as the same person by so 
many writers that many modern authors simply refer to Semiramis as "Inanna-Ishtar." But 1n this book 
we stick mostly to the term "Semiramis" because 

1) People recognize her as the wife of Nimrod 

2) It is the term most used by one of the best books on the subject, Alexander Hislop's The Two 

Babylons (1858). 


e Was the sun god "born" on December 25th? Much depends upon the answer to this important 
question. Sir James George Frazer, whom no one would accuse of being a Christian, wrote a famous 
book called, The Golden Bough (1922). In Chapter 37 he stated his case rather forcefully: 
Indeed the issue of the conflict between the two faiths [Mithraism and what we now call Roman 
Catholicism] appears for a time to have hung in the balance. An instructive relic of the long 
struggle is preserved in our festival of Christmas, which the Church seems to have borrowed 


directly from its heathen rival. In the Julian calendar the twenty-fifth of December was 
reckoned the winter solstice, and it was regarded as the Nativity of the Sun, because the 


day begins to lengthen and the power of the sun to increase from that turning-point of the 
year. The ritual of the nativity, as 1t appears to have been celebrated in Syria and Egypt, was 


remarkable. The celebrants retired into certain inner shrines, from which at midnight they 


issued with a loud cry, "The Virgin has brought forth! The light is waxing!" The Egyptians 
even represented the new-born sun by the image of an infant which on his birthday, the 
winter solstice, they brought forth and exhibited to his worshippers. No doubt the Virgin 
who thus conceived and bore a son on the twenty-fifth of December was the great Oriental 
goddess whom the Semites called the Heavenly Virgin or simply the Heavenly Goddess; in 
Semitic lands she was a form of Astarte. Now Mithra was regularly identified by his 
worshippers with £he Sun, the Unconquered Sun, as they called him; hence his nativity also 


fell on the twenty-fifth of December. The Gospels say nothing as to the day of Christ's birth, 
and accordingly the early Church did not celebrate it. In time, however, the Christians of Egypt 
came to regard the sixth of January as the date of the Nativity, and the custom of commemorating 
the birth of the Saviour on that day gradually spread until by the fourth century 1t was universally 


established in the East. But at the end of the third or the beginning of the fourth century the 
Western Church, which had never recognised the sixth of January as the day of the 








Nativity, adopted the twenty-fifth of December as the true date, and in time its decision 


was accepted also by the Eastern Church. 
(See p. 416. Emphasis mine.) 


[It is no coincidence that the Roman religion began to accept the 25th of December around the same 
time that Constantine became emperor of Rome (312-337 AD)! As emperor, "Pontifex Maximus" and 
"Bishop of Bishops," he wanted to unite the Christians and pagans into one empire. He did this by 


"Christianizing" pagan holidays, beliefs and gods. 5] 


* Was Hislop wrong? Some critics have written that Alexander Hislop, author of Two Babylons, 
cited references that didn't back up what he said. For instance, critics picked at опе of the citations 
out of his book, where Hislop showed that December 25th 1s the birthday of the sun god Horus 
( Tammuz), not of Jesus. Here's what Hislop wrote: 

In Egypt, the son of Isis, the Egyptian title for the queen of heaven, was born at this very time, 


"about the time of the winter solstice." 


But critics have objected that Wilkinson (the author that Hislop cited for his source) 1sn't discussing 
the birth of Isis's son Horus, but a younger brother of Horus, named Harpocrates! They say Hislop 
picked the wrong son of Isis, someone who 1s not the sun god at all! 


Let's check the evidence. "Horus" 1s Egyptian. But "Harpocrates" 1s Greek. Greek for what? Geoffrey 


Parrinder, who was! one of the top authorities on world religions and Professor of the Comparative 
Study of Religions in the University of London, wrote the book, A Dictionary of Non-Christian 


Religions (1971). It gives us the answer. 


Harpocrates. Greek rendering of Har-pe-khrad, Horus the Child, in the popular worship of 
Ptolemaic Egypt ++ (see HORUS). ... (See pp. 116-117. Emphasis mine.) 


The Dictionary of Ancient Deities (2000) by Patricia Turner & Charles Russell Coulter (published 
by Oxford University Press), 1s also very clear. 


Harpokrates (Greek) 
Also known as Harpakhrad, Heru-P-Khart, Heru-Pa-Khret. 


A name given to the child Horus by the Greeks, who looked upon him as the god of silence 
since he was depicted with his finger to his mouth.... Sometimes shown as a child, or as a baby 
on his mother's knee. 

See also Horus. 

(See p. 205. Emphasis mine.) 


I don't own the first edition of Wilkinson's book (usually abbreviated as Egyptians and released in 
five or six volumes). But I do have his /ater edition 1n two volumes. In Volume 2, pp. 52-53, 
Wilkinson mentions: 

... that Harpocrates, whom they tell us she [Isis] brought forth about the time of the winter tropic 


Wilkinson clearly mentioned Harpocrates. But who did he mean by that? When we check his own 
index under "Harpocrates" 1t says "See Horus." And under "Horus," it says, "Horus ... the child, or 
Harpocrates." Wilkinson listed the same reference pages for both Horus and Harpocrates, since 
they are one and the same god! So even Wilkinson's own book proves that Harpocrates is the child 
Horus. Hislop was right after all. 


e Hislop's other references. The Two Babylons doesn't stop with the mention of the birth of Horus- 
Harpocrates, however. In Chapter 3 of his book (pp. 91-92), Hislop first showed how the 25th of 
December could not be the birthday of the Lord Jesus Christ . For this he listed numerous references. 
Then he spent 11 pages (93-103) piling fact upon fact to prove the so-called "birthday of the sun-god" 
was held on December 25th. 


These two books alone, The Golden Bough and The Two Babylons, show us enough facts to convince 
most skeptics that December 25th was a pagan holiday and birthday of the sun-god, not the birthday 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. And the fact remains that Hislop 1s still an important source of 
information to this day, partly because he didn't come up with his 1deas based on just one source or 
one book. He faithfully researched over 240 (many hard-to- find) sources for his history of Babylon 
and the Roman Catholic religion. As I have researched these things for myself I have been astounded 
to learn that modern archaeologists, historical linguists, art historians, social scientists and students of 
ancient history have since found for themselves many of the same truths Hislop knew over 150 years 
ago. Hislop was right! The critics are wrong. 


* Tammuz and the Pagan Calendar. Brandon Staggs, creator of the SwordSearcher Bible software, 
has compiled an amazing array of sources to include in his program. Here's an example of what can 
be found, using the included search engines. The following are various references to Tammuz on the 
pagan calendar. (All emphasis is mine). Note all the different times of year where Tammuz's death 
and resurrection are celebrated: 

From Easton's Bible Dictionary, under Tammuz: 

... a corruption of Dumuzi, the Accadian sun-god (the Adonis of the Greeks), the husband of the 


goddess Ishtar. In the Chaldean calendar there was a month set apart in honour of this god, 


the month of June to July, the beginning of the summer solstice. At this festival, which 
lasted six days, the worshippers, with loud lamentations, bewailed the funeral of the god, they 


sat "weeping for Tammuz" (Ezekiel 8:14). 





From Fausset's Bible Dictionary, under Tammuz: 

... referring to the river Adonis fed by the melted snows of Lebanon, also to the sun's decreasing 
heat 1n winter, and to Venus' melting lamentations for Adonis. Tammuz was the Syrian Adonis 
(Jerome), Venus' paramour, killed by a wild boar, and according to mythology permitted to 
spend half the year on earth and obliged to spend the other half in the lower world. An annual 
feast was kept to him in June (Tammuz 1n the Jewish calendar) at Byblos, when the Syrian 
women tore off their hair in wild grief, and yielded their persons to prostitution, consecrating the 
hire of their infamy to Venus; next followed days of rejoicing for his return to the earth. The idea 
fabled was spring's beauties and the river's waters destroyed by summer heat (the river Adonis 





or nahr Ibrahim in spring becomes discolored with the heavy rains swelling the streams from 
Lebanon, which discoloration superstition attributed to Tammuz' blood); or else the earth 
clothed with beauty in the half year while the sun is in the upper hemisphere, and losing 1t when 
he descends to the lower. [The Jamieson-Fausset-Brown Commentary under Ezekiel 8:14 
reads basically the same. | 





From the /nternational Standard Bible Encyclopedia (SBE), under Tammuz: 

(1) ... The Babylonian myth represents Dumuzu, or Tammuz, as a beautiful shepherd slain by 
a wild boar, the symbol of winter. Ishtar long mourned for him and descended into the 
underworld to deliver him from the embrace of death (Frazer, Adonis, Attis and Osiris). This 


mourning for Tammuz was celebrated in Babylonia by women on the 2nd day of the 4th 
month, which thus acquired the name of Tammuz. 


The chief seat of the cult 1n Syria was Gebal (modern Gebail, Greek Bublos) in Phoenicia, to the 
South of which the river Adonis (Nahr Ibrahim) has its mouth, and its source 1s the magnificent 
fountain of Apheca (modern Afqa), where was the celebrated temple of Venus or Aphrodite, the 
ruins of which still exist. The women of Gebal used to repair to this temple in midsummer to 
celebrate the death of Adonis or Tammuz, and there arose 1n connection with this celebration 
those licentious rites which rendered the cult so infamous that it was suppressed by Constantine 
the Great. 


The name Adonis, by which this deity was known to the Greeks, is none other than the 
Phoenician 'Adhon, which is the same in Hebrew. His death is supposed to typify the long, dry 
summer of Syria and Palestine, when vegetation perishes, and his return to life the rainy season 
when the parched earth is revivified and is covered with luxuriant vegetation, or his death 


symbolizes the cold, rough winter, the boar of the myth, and his return the verdant spring. 








From Smith's Bible Dictionary, under Tammuz: 

... А festival 1n honor of Adonis was celebrated at Byblus 1n Phoenicia and in most of the 
Grecian cities, and even by the Jews when they degenerated into idolatry. It took place in July, 
and was accompanied by obscene rites. 





From Albert Barnes' Notes on the Bible, under Ezekiel 8:14: 

... It is not certain that this verse refers to any special act of Tammuz-worship. The month in 
which the vision was seen, the sixth month (September), was not the month of the Tammuz- 
rites. But that such rites had been performed in Jerusalem there can be little doubt. Women are 
mentioned as employed in the service of idols in Jeremiah 7:18. There is some reason for 
believing that the weeping of women for Tammuz passed into Syria and Palestine from 
Babylonia, Tammuz being identified with Duv-zi, whose loss was lamented by the goddess 
Istar. The festival was identical with the Greek "Adoniacs." The worship of Adonis had its 
headquarters at Byblos, where at certain periods of the year the stream, becoming stained by 
mountain floods, was popularly said to be red with the blood of Adonis. From Byblos it spread 
widely over the east and was thence carried to Greece. The contact of Zedekiah with pagan 
nations (Jeremiah 32:3) may very well have led to the introduction of an 1dolatry which at this 








time was especially popular among the eastern nations. 


From Adam Clarke's Commentary on the Bible, under Ezekiel 8:14: 

There sat women weeping for Tammuz - This was Adonis .... He is fabled to have been a 
beautiful youth beloved by Venus, and killed by a wild boar in Mount Lebanon, whence 
springs the river Adonis, which was fabled to run blood at his festival in August. The women of 
Phoenicia, Assyria, and Judea worshipped him as dead, with deep lamentation, wearing priapi 
and other obscene images all the while, and they prostituted themselves 1n honor of this idol. 
Having for some time mourned him as dead, they then supposed him revivified and broke out 
into the most extravagant rejoicings. 





SO as you can see from even these older sources, the pagan calendar gradually added rituals to 
Tammuz (or Adonis or Dumuzi, etc.) until they largely covered the year. 


* Egypt rewrote the stories and myths from Babylon. The Egyptian priests did not behave like 
Hollywood directors! But this 1s meant to illustrate two points: 


1. Egypt rewrote the myths of Mesopotamia, in some ways reversing their meaning. See for 
instance Е.О. James, The Ancient Gods (2004), p. 81. 

2. The Egyptian form of the myths were exported to countries all over the Mediterranean. This 1s 
obvious in the most cursory glance at ancient myths. 


So after 2300-2200 BC there were two forms of Mythology to choose from: 
Mesopotamian and Egyptian. 


* Source for the picture of Anubanini and Ishtar. Although many drawings of Anubanini and Ishtar 
exist, the one in Edith Porada's The Art of Ancient Iran: Pre-Islamic Cultures (1962) 1s considered 
authoritative. On p. 40 it shows an 8-pointed star between Anubanini and Ishtar. We have used that 
depiction to accurately reflect the monument. 


e Eipght-pointed star the symbol of Ishtar. You can find this in many sources. 
In occultic researcher and Wiccan D.J. Conway's book Maiden, Mother, Crone (1994), p. 199, 
endnote 25, it says: 

The symbol of Ashtart was an eight-point star. 


In Turner & Coulter's Dictionary of Ancient Deities (2000), p. 242 under "Ishtar" it says: 
sometimes she 1s shown holding her symbol, the eight pointed star. 


But the pentacle, or pentagram (five-pointed star) 1s also the symbol of Ishtar. Conway writes in the 
glossary of Maiden, Mother, Crone, pp. 179: 
Pentacle, pentagram: five-point star with one point up; symbol of the Goddess in all Her 
forms. In ancient Egypt, it was the star of Isis and Nephthys; in the Middle East, that of Ishtar. To 
the Celts 1s was the sign of the Morrigan. A sign of the Earth Element in Tarot. ... Repulsion of 
evil; protection. 


e Is Nimrod king of Calneh the same as An god of Nippur? Many researchers are certain that 


Nippur, 50 miles SE of Babylon, is indeed ancient Calneh. 


Over 40,000 written clay tablets have been excavated at Nippur. This 1s more than almost any other 
city 1n the Babylon area. In contrast to Erech (Uruk), Accad (Akkad) and Babylon, Nippur was 
overthrown quickly. The first time was in the days of Naram-Sin, less than 200 years after it was 
founded (see p. 77)! Naram-Sin's people rebuilt it (literally in his 1mage) and after that it became 
largely a city of religious worship. It was not destroyed 1n later centuries, when other Mesopotamian 
towns were conquered and demolished. That may be because it was seen as a place of god and 
goddess worship, not a military threat. But while Dumuzi (Tammuz) and Inanna (Semiramis) can be 
found in its pantheon (list and order of gods), there is some disagreement as to where Nimrod- 
Marduk-Sargon fits in. This may be because it is difficult to dig down to the deepest and oldest layers 
of civilization at Nippur. 


There have been many excavations at Nippur, starting in the late 1800s, continuing all the way to the 
new millennium. But because of the many /ayers of civilization (1t was continually occupied all the 
way to 800 AD), it 1s difficult to dig to the lowest levels without disturbing the other amazing 
archaeological finds (known as "artifacts," man-made objects). So even after over 120 years of 
excavation, only a part of Nippur and its vast history have been thoroughly explored. (The fact that 
it's located 1n a little country called Iraq might play a small factor in getting American and British 
archaeologists 1n as well!) For more information, see "The Nippur Expedition" at the University of 
Chicago website:

However, there 1s another explanation. In the beginning, there were only five people who were re- 
made into gods of one kind or another. That's a pretty limited number. But within a few generations, 
these few had expanded to literally thousands of different gods and goddesses. So there was a very 
limited period of time when Nippur had only 3-5 gods. After Naram-Sin conquered Calneh (Nippur), 
he imposed his own ideas very quickly. He changed the names and lists of gods and goddesses, 
including his own name among them. And soon, with 1) competition among cults, 2) migrations of 
people who brought their stories of gods (and 1dols) with them and 3) the need to establish some kind 
of order 1n the city, Nippur and other cities developed lists that put the gods and goddesses 1n some 
kind of order. Soon there became so many gods and goddesses in those lists that it still takes a trained 
eye to tell which of them are "Nimrod-like" and which are "Tammuz-like." 


Michael Roaf is the former director of the British School of Archaeology in Iraq. He 15 also an 
associate professor in the Department of Near Eastern Studies at the University of California at 
Berkeley. He has worked on and/or directed excavation throughout the Near East, and specifically 1n 
Bahrain and Iraq. In the section on Nippur in his book, Cultural Atlas of Mesopotamia and the 
Ancient Near East (1990), he tells us his expert opinion about the original order of the gods: 
The most important goddess was Inanna (or Ishtar), with whom most goddesses in later times 
were identified. She was the goddess of love and of war (the equivalent of the Greek goddesses 
Aphrodite and Athena combined) and the city goddess of Uruk [Erech] and of Agade [Accad]. 
Perhaps originally she had been married to An, but in later myths she was the wife of 
Dumuzi, who went to the Netherworld 1n exchange for Inanna. In later times, he was called 
Tammuz or Adonis and was a god who died and revived each year. (See p. 83. Emphasis mine.) 


We have already seen how Inanna/Ishtar was both the wife of An (Nimrod) апа the wife of her own 
son Dumuzi (Tammuz) - who was declared to be the "promised child" (Genesis 3:15) and the 
reincarnation of Nimrod. 


So far we have these three characters of Nippur: 


Nimrod — An 


Semiramis = Inanna-Ishtar 
Tammuz = Dumuzi= Adonis 





Anne Baring and Jules Cashford are both members of the International Association of Analytical 
Psychologists. Baring's interest has been the "underlying unity of Hinduism, Buddhism and 
Christianity." Cashford's interests have been philosophy and mythology. Both got together and wrote 
The Myth of the Goddess: Evolution of an Image (1991). They believe that the images of God and 
gods in the Bible, as well as of Mary in Roman Catholicism, are all "evolved" from the ancient 
goddess and god concepts over countless millennia. So it 1s interesting to read their perspective 1n the 
section on Ashera: 
The goddess Ashera was probably the oldest [Canaanite goddess]. As early as 1750 BC a 
Sumerian inscription refers to her as the wife of Anu, who can be identified as El, the father 
god of the Canaanite pantheon [list of gods], whose role was closely modeled on that of the 
Sumerian god An. (See p. 454. Emphasis mine.) 





We know that Nimrod = El. They say El was modeled closely after An. So this links Nimrod with An, 

as well. They continue: 
Ashera was called "е Lady of the Sea', which links her to the Sumerian Nammu, and to the 
Egyptian Isis, 'born in the all-wetness'. ... Her other title was the 'Mother of the Gods', as was 
the Sumerian Ninhursag's, and among her seventy children were her sons Baal and Mot 
[related to the Hebrew for "death"] and her daughter Anath [another goddess made out of 
Semiramis]. Kings were nourished from her breasts, as they had been by the goddess in Sumeria 
and Egypt. (See p. 454. Emphasis mine.) 





So now we have more names for the same characters: 


Nimrod =An=El 


Semiramis = Inanna-Ishtar = Asherah = Nammu = Isis = Ninhursag 
Tammuz = Dumuzi= Adonis = Baal 





Just from reading Roaf and Baring & Cashford we see a lot of different names for the same gods. But 
this appears to contradict the "pantheon of Sumerian gods" that we find 1n modern textbooks. Why 15 
this? Because the "pantheon" lists we find in books were written centuries later and reflect later 
developments in Babylon Religion. Always remember that it was much simpler at first: Nimrod, 
Semiramis, Tammuz, Cush and Shem. There were just five characters to work with, and only one was 


a woman. 


For a look at the commonly accepted but later Sumerian pantheon (list of gods and goddesses 1n a 
"family tree" order), see Cotterell & Storms book, The Encyclopedia of World Mythology (1999, 
2004), p. 502. 


* The perfectly good and happy god Osiris. Two of the titles given to Osiris (Nimrod) in Egypt 
were Wennefer ("the eternally good being") and Unnefer ("he who is continually happy"). See 
Turner and Coulter's Dictionary of Ancient Deities (2000), p. 367 (under "Osiris") and p. 484 (under 
"Unnefer"). 


e Nimrod holding the spotted fawn. Sometimes understanding symbols can be very difficult. Other 
times 1t 1s much easier. In some of the most ancient forms of visual communication, 1t was quite easy: 
the picture was the symbol. Look at the picture of Nimrod holding the spotted fawn and the branch on 
page 80. Hold page 80 while you read the next paragraphs. 


According to Hans Krause (whose research papers are posted online at www.hanskrause.de) one 
name for Nimrod in Babylonian-Sumerian is Geshdar. Each element of that picture on p. 80 has 
something to do with Nimrod. Many of the objects 1n that picture were actually represented by the 
Sumerian symbol-words gesh or dar. You see, 1п Sumerian, many words had more than one meaning. 
(In fact, books I have investigated on ancient Sumerian tell about how translating basic Cuneiform 
writing can be difficult. Why? Because one single word can stand for many different things. The 
translator has to make a good, educated guess at which 1s being referred to. This 1s normally easy, but 
in Sumerian poetry, it can be quite complicated.) Knowing that, it 1s amazing that the artist loaded this 
drawing of Nimrod with all sorts of puns that tell a whole story when read together. 


So from Gesh-dar: 
Gesh means 
* Man, hero, mighty one 
* High, exalted, lofty 
* Branch, which Nimrod 15 holding in the picture 


Dar means 
* The headband that Nimrod 1s wearing, a strip of woven cloth 
* Net-skirt, woven fabric or piece of cloth (which Nimrod 1s also wearing) 
* Offspring, or son (remember that Tammuz 1s supposed to be Nimrod reincarnated/transmigrated 
— see pp. 41-42) 
e The branch Nimrod is holding in the picture has been cut off. "Cut off" or "cut apart" in 
Sumerian 15 also dar. 


Dar also means "spotted one," like the spotted fawn that Nimrod 1s holding in the picture. 
Other things are interesting 1n this picture. 


* Nimrod 1s holding a horned animal. Horned animal, or a general word for any animal for that 
matter, in Sumerian is the word Cush (Kush). That's the same name as Nimrod's dad! 


* The leaves on the branch are said by scholars to be lotus blossoms. Lotus blossoms are a 
symbol of life from death. Tammuz is supposed to be Nimrod reborn (reincarnated or 
regenerated or transmigrated). 


So the picture speaks of a mighty hero who is cut off, but who 15 alive from the dead, reincarnated as 
a child or "son." Krause believes you may also derive that he's the "son of Cush" from the picture. 
That's a lot of imagery. But various researchers believe that's exactly how ancient people wrote and 
interpreted symbol-pictures (called "symbology"), by drawing and reading these puns in their 
alternate meanings. 


Note: 

It 15 amazing that Alexander Hislop, writing years before these ancient writings and languages were 
discovered or translated, was able to figure out so much of this symbology. He was years ahead of his 
time! And he included it right in the pages of Two Babylons. People who argue that Hislop was wrong 
or made it all up simply haven't read the newest research on archaeology, linguistics or art history 
studies. The more I read, the more I find that supports Hislop and refutes his critics. 


• Spotted animals later became a symbol of Nimrod. 
* NMR in Semitic is a word for "leopard," specifically in reference to its spots. (See for 


instance, Hislop, Two Babylons, p. 44; the lexicon for the Theological Wordbook of the Old 
Testament by Harris, Archer and Waltke (1980); and the Brown, Driver & Briggs Hebrew 
Lexicon (1906). 

* Greeks saw the spotted fawn as a symbol for Nimrod. The Greek word for Nimrod 1s Nebrod 
(Greek NeBpod) which means "fawn." This is how the perverted Alexandrian Greek so-called 
"Septuagint" (abbreviated LXX) spells his name in the four places 1t occurs (Genesis 10:8-9; 1 
Chronicles 1:10 and Micah 5:6). According to the Liddell-Scott Lexicon, the word nebrodes 
means "fawn-like" and it's a term used for Bacchus — whom the Romans called Dionysius. 


* Nebrod a symbol for Bacchus. The term nebrod (spotted fawn) 1s also a symbol for the god 
Bacchus himself. When the Greeks saw the Egyptian high priest (called by Wilkinson "the pontiff"), 
"clad in a leopard skin" (spotted, of course) and then saw the spotted fawn skin nearby, they did a 
double-take. As Wilkinson put it: 
In this ceremony [the funeral of Osiris at Medinet-Habu], as in some of the tales related of 
Osiris, we may trace those analogies which led the Greeks to suggest the resemblance between 
that deity and their Bacchus; as the tambourine, the ivy-bound flower or thyrsus, and the leopard 
skin, which last recalls the leopards that drew his car. ТЛе spotted skin of the nebris, or fawn, 
may also be traced in that suspended near Osiris in the region of Amenti. (See 4 Popular 
Account of the Ancient Egyptians in Two Volumes (1853) Vol. 1, pp. 284-85, as well as pp. 
269- 70. Emphasis mine.) 


To Greeks the spotted fawn and other elements of Osiris' funeral were symbols of Bacchus. And they 
were right: Bacchus is a form of Nimrod! 


• Semiramis is also a moon goddess. According to various authors, all of the following goddesses 
are, 1n addition to their other characteristics, also "moon goddesses:" Alilat, Al-Uzzah, Aphrodite, 


Ariadne, Artemis, Asherah, Astarte, Athena, Cybele, Demeter, Diana, Europa, Hathor, Hecate, Hera, 
Inanna, Ishtar, Isis, Juno, Lebanah, Neith, Nina, Pasiphae, Penelope, Persephone, Selene & the Aztec 
Tlazolteotl, among others. 


Baring & Cashford take this even further in The Myth of the Goddess: Evolution of An Image (1991), 
p. 302: 
All the Greek goddesses are moon goddesses: Persephone the maiden and Artemis the virgin 
personify the new moon, Demeter and Hera, as mother or fulfilled wife, personify the full 
moon, and Hecate of the underworld personifies the waning and dark moon. (Emphasis mine.) 











* How many goddesses can you make from just опе real woman? 
Here are other names for just one goddess, Asherah, according to Turner & Coulter's Dictionary of 


Ancient Deities (2000), p. 73 (regrouping mine): 


e Asherah 


Among the Akkadians: Istar 

Among the Armenians: Anahit 

Among the Babylonians: Ishtar 

Among the Celts: Ess-Eorradh 

Among the Egyptians: Hathor, Isis 

Among the Grecians: Venus 

Among the Hittites: Asirat 

Among the Phoenicians: Astarte, Ashtoreth 
Among the Syrians: Kaukabhta 

Other names for Asherah: Achtaroth, Achtoret, Anath-Yahu, Asherat, Ashertu, Asirtu, Asratu, 
Assir, Astar, Astert, Astirati, Astereth, Athrar 


These are 25 different names for what these researchers say are the same exact goddess! And these 
are all made up from one form of Semiramis. As Baring & Cashford say in The Myth of the Goddess 
(p. 254): 
Few goddesses and gods were confined to a single mode of manifestation, since they were 
immanent [present and involved in all of nature] divinities and could appear in any context that 
called them forth. 


You can see how easily thousands of goddesses can come from the one person Semiramis. Ала that's 
exactly what happened. 


* Dogs and black lambs sacrificed to Hecate. See Turner & Coulter's Dictionary of Ancient Deities 
(2000), p. 208 under "Hecate." 


* Goddess of black magic and witchcraft. See Parrinder's Dictionary of Non-Christian Religions 
(1971), p. 118 and Cotterell & Storm's Encyclopedia of World Mythology (1999, 2004), p. 47. Philip 
Wilkinson, in his DK //[ustrated Dictionary of Mythology (1998), p. 68 calls Hecate the "sorceress 
and patron of magicians and witches," and says she "lived 1n Hades where she presided over spells 


and ceremonies." Littleton, et. al., 1n Mythology: The Illustrated Anthology of World Myth & 
Storytelling (2002), pp. 135 & 181, simply calls her a goddess "of witchcraft" or "of ghosts and 
witchcraft." 


* Crossroads. Witches, including modern Wiccans, have been especially fond of crossroads. To them 
they are not only literal road crossings; they are spiritual as well. So while they met at crossroads and 
did sacrifices, there were days and even hours they also considered to be "crossroads" between this 
life and the afterlife. (October 31st at midnight 1s one of them.) During this time they believed they 
could communicate with the dead and the "underworld" beings. We know them as evil spirits or 
"devils"—and we are expressly forbidden to seek out spirits of any kind! See Leviticus 19:31; 20:6; 
Deuteronomy 18:10-12; Isaiah 8:19-20 and 1 Timothy 4:1. 


* Other names for Hecate. The "other names for Hecate" are actually quoted from a Wiccan ritual 
called "Drawing Down the Moon." 


¢ "Drawing Down the Moon." A Wiccan high priestess charges her "children" (fellow Wiccans) with 
what the goddess expects of them. Then she ultimately "draws down" the moon goddess into herself, 
which sounds a lot like being possessed with a devil. It is often called "The Charge of the Goddess." 
See William Schnoebelen's Wicca: Satan's Little White Lie (1991), pp. 114, 118-122 & 221, note 11. 
His quote comes from Stewart Farrar's What Witches Do (New York: Coward, MacCann & 
Geoghegan, 1971), p. 21. See also Margot Adler's Drawing Down the Moon (1986), p. 20 as well as 
The Grimoire of Lady Sheba (St. Paul: Llewellyn, 1972), pp. 145-47. 


* The Sacred Stone of the goddess Astarte. This illustration 1s made to look like the so-called 
"sacred stone" as itis being excavated. For more ancient illustrations of the "sacred stone of the moon 
goddess," see M. Esther Harding's Woman's Mysteries: Ancient & Modern (1971), p. 40. 


* Human sacrifices to pagan gods & goddesses. It hardly seems necessary to prove humans were 
sacrificed to gods and goddesses. But for more information about pagan sacrifices, including 
archaeological details of sacrifices to Baal and Moloch, see Nigel Davies' Human Sacrifice: In 
History and Today (1981). (See the Bibliography for more information. ) 


e Tlazolteotl (Also spelled Tlazolteutl). She is actually a goddess of much more than we list on p. 
88. Turner & Coulter (2000, p. 470) say she 15 a: 
Moon Goddess. Earth Goddess. Goddess of Excrement. Goddess of purification and curing. 
Goddess of Love and Fertility. Goddess of Childbirth. Lifegiver. Forgiver of sins. Goddess of 
Sexual Pleasure. Patron of Gambling. Great Spinner of Thread and Weaver of the Fabric of Life. 
One of the nine Lords of the Night Hours. ... She is the power behind all magic in the Aztec 
world. (Emphasis mine.) 





She also literally "heard confession!" Again from Turner & Coulter: 
Once in a lifetime, confession could be given to a priest. This act was usually delayed until it 
was thought that age would nullify temptation. The "sinner" would appear before the priest and 
list all mis-deeds. Wrong-doing would include disobeying the gods, deviating from the mores of 
the community, cowardice during battle, and neglect of sacrifices. Offerings were made to the 


gods, and absolution was granted by Tlazolteutl's priest. If the confession was honest, 
Tlazolteutl would absorb the sins of the confessor, and purify the soul. 


* Note about Tlazolteotl on the broomstick. This illustration, while faithful to actual drawings of 
this goddess, has been "cleaned up." You see, according to Turner & Coulter (2000, p. 470): 
As Tlazolteutl she appears nude, riding on a broom. She wears a horned headdress with a 
crescent moon and she holds a red snake. She also has a crescent moon decoration on her nose. 


... Llazolteutl represents the planet Venus. She is often depicted wearing a flayed human 
skin .... (Emphasis mine.) 


In D.J. Conway's Maiden, Mother, Crone (1994, pp. 99-100) she 1s drawn in another version, as an 
old woman, clothed, without the snake and a very different hat. She adds these elements to 
Tlazolteotl's description: 
Tlazolteotl of the Aztecs, whose name can be translated as "lady of filth" or "dirty lady," rode a 
broomstick through the night skies, wore a peaked hat, and was associated with the Moon, the 
snake, and the bat. Like Hecate, much of Her worship was performed at crossroads. The 
Ciuateteo (right honorable mothers) were Her priestesses; they were said to fly through the air 
... and were connected with childbirth. Tlazolteotl was connected with Witchcraft, sexuality, 


cambling, temptation and black magick. (Emphasis mine.) 





* Tlazolteotl, alias Coatlicue. Littleton, editor of The Illustrated Anthology of World Myth & 
Storytelling (2002, pp. 550-51, 577) reveals even more information about this gross goddess: 
One of the nastier Aztec customs took place in her name. Young girls might be forced into 
prostitution 1n the barracks for trainee warriors, only to be ceremonially killed once their career 
had reached an end, their bodies dumped as polluted refuse in the marshes of Lake Texcoco 
[near modern Mexico City]. 





e Coatlicue, the fertile virgin. As the goddess Coatlicue (co-AT-Ili-KWAY), She was both fertile and 
considered a virgin at the same time! The book says, "This led certain Catholic commentators to 


associate this aspect of Coatlicue with the Virgin Mary." - Believe it or not! 


* Hathor, the "house" or "womb" of Horus. See D.J. Conway, Maiden, Mother, Crone (1994), pp. 
56-57. Also see Baring & Cashford, The Myth of the Goddess (1991), p. 252; Turner & Coulter, 
Dictionary of Ancient Deities (2000), p. 206; and E.O. James, The Ancient Gods (2004), p. 82. 





• Sacrificing to idols is sacrificing to devils. These verses say it well: 
Deuteronomy 32:16-17 ! They provoked him to jealousy with strange gods, with 


abominations provoked they him to anger. '’ They sacrificed unto devils, not to God; to gods 
whom they knew not, to new gods that came newly up, whom your fathers feared not. 





Psalm 106:36-38 ° And they served their idols:which were a snare unto them. °” Yea, they 
sacrificed their sons and their daughters unto devils, ^? And shed innocent blood, even the blood 
of their sons and their daughters, whom they sacrificed unto the idols of Canaan: and the land 
was polluted with blood. 


1 Corinthians 10:19-21 !? What say I then? that the idol is any thing, or that which is offered in 
sacrifice to idols is any thing? 2° But I say, that the things which the Gentiles sacrifice, they 
sacrifice to devils, and not to God: and I would not that ye should have fellowship with devils. 
21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot be partakers of the Lord's 
table, and of the table of devils. 





Revelation 9:20 And the rest of the men which were not killed by these plagues yet repented not 
of the works of their hands, that they should not worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, 
and brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: 

So remember this: behind every idol, image or statue of a "god" is a devil. 





e Eating the wafer god Osiris. Anti-Christian, Bible-disbeliever T.W. Doane wrote the book, Bible 
Myths & Their Parallels in Other Religions (1882) to document his years of research on the pagan 
origins of so-called "Christian" belief and practice. Here 1s an excerpt from his book about eating the 
"wafer god" Osiris, supported by four separate sources: 
The ancient Egyptians—as we have seen—annually celebrated the Resurrection of their God 
and Saviour Osiris, at which time they commemorated his death by the Eucharist, eating the 
sacred cake, or wafer, after it had been consecrated by the priest, and become veritable flesh 
of his flesh. The bread, after sacerdotal rites, became mystically the body of Osiris, and, 1n such 
a manner, they ate their god. Bread and wine were brought to the temples by the worshippers, 
as offerings. 


The Therapeutes or Essenes, whom we believe to be of Buddhist origin, and who lived in large 
numbers in Egypt, also had the ceremony of the sacrament among them. Most of them, however, 
being temperate, substituted water for wine, while other drank a mixture of water and wine. 


Pythagoras, the celebrated Grecian philosopher, who was born about the year 570 B.C., 
performed this ceremony of the sacrament. He is supposed to have visited Egypt, and there 
availed himself of all such mysterious lore as the priests could be induced to impart. He and his 
followers practiced asceticism, and peculiarities of diet and clothing, similar to the Essenes .... 
(p. 306) 


* Eating the "cereal deity." Another non-Christian, Sir James George Frazer, wrote The Golden 
Bough: A Study in Magic & Religion (1922), which TIME Magazine labeled, "one of the 20th 
century's most influential books." Frazer's non-Christian book devotes chapter 50 to the concept of 
"Eating the God." In it he describes the Aino of Japan and their devotion to millet, "the divine cereal," 


or "the cereal deity": 
... they pray to and worship him before they will eat of the cakes made from the new 
millet. And even where the indwelling divinity of the first fruits is not expressly affirmed, it 
appears to be implied both by the solemn preparations made for eating them and by the danger 
supposed to be incurred by persons who venture to partake of them without observing the 
prescribed ritual. In all such cases, accordingly, we may not improperly describe the eating of 


the new fruits as a sacrament or communion with a deity, or all events with a powerful spirit. 


(See p. 565. Emphasis mine.) 


In other words, when the Aino of Japan ate the cakes of cereal (grain), they believed they were eating 
their god! 


e Eating the god made of dough. Frazer later told of elaborate ceremonies performed by the Aztecs 
centuries before Spaniards and their Catholicism came to Mexico. In one, twice a year (1n May and 
December) they made an image of their sun god Huitzilopochtli (WHIT-sil-oh-POHKT-lee), also 
called Vitzilipuztl (VIT-sil-1-POOST-lee), out of dough and broke it in pieces, which were "solemnly 
eaten by his worshippers." (p. 566). After he listed other breadgod ceremonies, he stated: 

From this interesting passage we learn that the ancient Mexicans, even before the arrival of 


Christian missionaries, were fully acquainted with the doctrine of transubstantiation [bread 
being turned magically into a god] and acted upon it in the solemn rites of their religion. They 


believed that by consecrating bread their priests could turn it into the very body of their 
god, so that all who thereupon partook of the consecrated bread entered into a mystic 


communion with the deity by receiving a portion of his divine substance into themselves. 
(See p. 568. Emphasis mine.) 


Another similar ceremony, performed by the Aztecs during the winter solstice in December, involved 
making a dough-image of their god and shooting flint-tipped darts at it.. It was called, "killing the god 
Huitzilopochtli so that his body might be eaten." After the "heart" and other parts were divided, all 
the males ate of this "communion." This was called teoqualo, "god is eaten." (See pp. 568-9. 
Emphasis mine.) 


It is interesting that according to Turner & Coulter's Dictionary of Ancient Deities, pp. 226-227, 
Huitzilopochtli is the Aztec's chief god, their sun god, storm god, god of lightning [all of which 
sound like Baal/Tammuz] and the son of Coatlicue! In the End Note for page 89, we have seen that 
Coatlicue was likened to the Roman Catholic "Virgin Mary." Now we see that Huitzilopochtli is her 
child. Listen to the description by Turner & Coulter: 
Huitzilopochtli ... led his people on an arduous journey ... from Aztlan [the Aztecs' legendary 
island home] to Coatepec (Hill of the Serpent). It was here that he was reborn. Huitzilopochtli's 
mother Coatlicue was sweeping the temple one day when she tucked feathers into her blouse. 
When she finished her task and went to remove the feathers, they were gone. She knew she was 


pregnant. This divine impregnation was the god's beginning of his rebirth. ... Other 
depictions show him with hummingbird feathers on his left, holding a stick shaped like a 


snake. ... Human sacrifices were frequently made to Huitzilopochtli (See pp. 226-27. 
Emphasis mine.) 


These gods look very familiar: 


Semiramis = Coatlicue = Tlazolteotl (black magic goddess) = Hecate 





Tammuz = Huitzilopochtli = Baal = Adonis = Attis = Horus 


Coatlicue was said to look suspiciously like the Catholic "Virgin Mary." Huitzilopochtli looks 


awfully similar to the Catholic wafer god called "Jesus." 
No wonder Catholicism was so readily accepted in Mexico! 


* God's prophetic clock. This can get complicated, so I will attempt to make it as simple to 
understand as possible. 
1. For some reason, God counts years as 360 days, not 365 1/4 days. Compare these parallel 
statements: 

Time, times and half a time (Daniel 12:7 & Revelation 12:14) 

1,260 days (Revelation 11:3 & 12:6) 

42 months (Revelation 11:2 & 23:5) 
All three equal 3 1/2 years, 1f the years are 360 days long. Otherwise God would have had to say 
"1,278.375 days," not the simple 1,260. 





2. Just as the word "time" meant "year" above, the word "week" in Daniel 9 means "7 years." And 
just as we saw 1n #1 above, a year 1s 360 days. So we have to make a conversion between 365 1/4 
and 360-day years in order to understand what the Hebrews (and even the Devil himself) already 
knew: 

Seventy weeks (Daniel 9:24) = 490 years of 360 days = 176,400 days 

Sixty nine weeks (Daniel 9:25) = 483 years of 360 days = 173,880 days 

173,880 days = 476 years, 21 days in our Gregorian 365 1/4 day years. 


3. So from "the going forth of the commandment to restore and to build Jerusalem unto Messiah the 
Prince" shall be 476 years and 3 weeks. While Cyrus was anointed by God to begin the return of 
captives to Israel, 1t was the decree of Artaxerxes in about 445 BC (see Nehemiah 2) that permission 
was granted to "build" Jerusalem back up (Nehemiah 2:5). 


4. 445 BC plus 476 years (plus 1, because there 1s no year "Zero" to count 1n the Gregorian calendar) 
— approximately 31 AD. Given a normal lifespan, that showed Satan (and anyone who took the time 
to read carefully) that Messiah had to be born sometime around the days of Herod the Great 
(somewhere between about 20 and 2 BC). 


There! That wasn't so hard, was 1t? 


* Babylon literally fell apart, one piece at a time. 539 BC, when Belshazzar saw "the writing on the 
wall" (Daniel 5), was the beginning of the end for the Babylonian Empire. Note the following chart: 
e 539 BC— "Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin" "Numbered, Numbered, Weighed and Divided." 
God showed Daniel that Babylon was "weighed 1n the balances and found wanting," and was to 
be "divided" among the Medes and the Persians (Daniel chapter 5). That very night Cyrus the 


Great captured Babylon! 
• 522/21 BC— Babylon captured by Darius. Babylon's famous 100 gates guarding the city were 
torn down. 


e 482 BC— Babylon captured by Xerxes. Whole sections of the city were ransacked and left to 
ruin. Then Babylon was lumped in with Assyria and put under heavy taxation. 
e 331 BC—Alexander the Great tried to restore Babylon. But he died there and the project was 


abandoned. 

e 307-300 BC—Many citizens of Babylon left to colonize the new city of Seleucia, about 90 
miles away. 

e 160-140 BC— Babylon captured by rival armies four times, the fourth time by King 
Mithridates I of Parthia, ending Greek rule. 

• 130 BC—Babylon captured by Antiochus VII Sidetes. 

• 127/26 BC— Babylon captured by Hyspaosines. 

e 126-123— Babylon's marketplace and some of its temples burnt by Himeros. Most of the city 
was destroyed. Many remaining citizens sent as slaves to Media. 

• 122 BC— Babylon recaptured by King Mithridates I of Parthia. 

e 30 BC—By the time of the Greek geographer Strabo (63 BC-19AD) Babylon was "in great 
part deserted." 





In short, while Babylon still had a small colony of settlers, after Cyrus the Great it ceased to be a 
world power. Eventually the city was covered up in the sands of history, never to be built again. 


Note: While Saddam Hussein, former ruler of Iraq (1979-2003) claimed to be "rebuilding Babylon," 
all he really did was stick up a facade that resembled a desert tourist trap. The City of Babylon itself 
was never rebuilt, as God promised in Jeremiah 51. 


* Jesus' birth less than 9 months after Joseph wed Mary. According to Luke 1:26 & 36, six months 
into Elizabeth's pregnancy with John the Baptist the angel Gabriel appeared to Mary. And after she 
humbly declared, "Behold, the handmaiden of the Lord; be 1t unto me according to thy word" (Luke 
1:38), the Holy Ghost came upon her and placed the Son of God, God the Son, Jesus Christ, 1nto her 
womb (Luke 1:30-35; 42-43 & Matthew 1:18). Then "1n those days" she arose and went "with haste" 
to see her cousin Elizabeth. When Joseph found out she was pregnant, his first thought was to "put her 
away privily." Betrothal was considered so binding in those days that it literally took a divorce to 
cancel the wedding! But God reassured Joseph (Matthew 1:19-21) and he married her. He didn't 
consummate the marriage until she bore the Lord Jesus (Matthew 1:24-25) and they together bore 
James, Joses, Simon and Judas (see p. 122). So they married sometime after God put Jesus inside her 
womb. 


A statement 1n the Gospels may imply that others knew the timing of his birth. 


In John 8, Jesus contrasted His own works that please His Father to that of the Pharisees, who 
claimed Abraham as their father. At one point Jesus began to confront them directly: 
Ye do the deeds of your father. Then said they to him, We be not born of fornication; we have one 
Father, even God. (John 8:41) 


Some say that the words, "We be not born of fornication" are another way of saying, "We know who 
our father 1s!" with a double-meaning: to accuse Jesus of being an illegitimate child. But the Lord 
Jesus is the Son of God the Father (John 8:42), and clearly replied, "Ye are of your father the devil" 
(John 8:44). 


* Unlike Semiramis, this was no unplanned pregnancy. It was prophesied! 
* Genesis 49:10 says Shiloh (literally "the One to whom it belongs") shall come from the tribe 


of Judah. Isaiah 11:1, 10; Jeremiah 23:5 & 33:15 say the "branch" shall come from the line of 
Jesse and David. Jesus is from the tribe of Judah through David, by both Joseph (legally) and 
Mary. (See Matthew 1 & Luke 3:23-38) 

• Isaiah 7:14 says He will be born of a virgin. He was! (Luke 1:27) 

* Micah 5:2 says He will be born in Bethlehem. He was! (Matthew 2:1, 5, 6, 8, 16 & Luke 2:4 
& 15) Most people did not know that little fact. They only knew He was from Nazareth in 
Galilee. (See Matthew 21:10-11 & John 7:40-52) 





* The Lord Jesus showed He was God come in the flesh. Unbelieving leaders claimed He was just 
an illegitimate child. Jesus proved who He was: He healed the sick, cast out devils, cleansed the 
lepers, raised the dead, and Himself rose from the dead, before many witnesses. 


Tammuz couldn't do any of that. He was just an illegitimate child. 


* About the "Great Hallel." The Babylonian Talmud, Volume 4, Bavli Pesahim, (Folios 99B — 
121B), 10:7, Section II, 12A-G reveals these interesting facts about the "Hallel:" 
A. Now that there is the great Hallel, how come we recite this one [this particular "Hallel," 
consisting of Psalms 113-118]? 
B. It 1s because it contains these five references: the exodus from Egypt, dividing the Reed 
Sea, giving of the Torah, resurrection of the dead, and the anguish of the Messiah. 
C. The exodus from Egypt: "When Israel came forth out of Egypt" (Psalm 114:1); 
D. dividing the Reed [Red] Sea: "the sea saw it and fled" (Psalm 114:3); 
E. giving of the Torah: "the mountains skipped like rams" (Psalm 114:4); 


Е. resurrection of the dead: "I shall walk before the Lord in the land of the living" (Psalm 
116:9); 
G. and the anguish of the Messiah: "not to us, Lord, not to us" (Psalm 115:1 





Also note that when Jesus rode the donkey through the streets of Jerusalem, the people cried, 
"Hosanna!" which is a cry to God, asking Him, "Save now!" They fully expected the Kingdom of God 
to appear as Jesus came to become the Messiah and the true King of Israel! The Romans would now 
be defeated! 


They were about to be terribly disappointed. 


* Christians killed for sport on hill Vaticanus. They were actually killed near the very obelisk that 
stands before the Vatican today! See Peter Tomkins, The Magic of Obelisks (1981), p. 10. 


• The "Missing Verses" of Mark (16:9-20). That 15 not a drawing; it 15 an actual scanned picture 
of Codex Vaticanus! Huge, ancient books (called "codices"— singular "codex") were expensive. They 


had to be made by hand, and space was at a premium. In modern Bibles, when a book of the Bible 
ends, the new book starts on the next page. Not so in Alexandria! When they finished a book of the 
New Testament, they wrote a summary title for that book to remind the readers what they just read. 


Then they began the next book starting in the very next column! I have verified this myself in 
scanned copies of Codex Vaticanus and Sinaiticus New Testaments (see Figure 1, for example). This 
is true every time—except in Codex Vaticanus at Mark 16! Look back at page 154. There is an 
empty column where either verses 9-20 should be, or else the next book (Luke) should have begun. 
Why 1s it empty? J think you know. 
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5:16-21 


Figure 1. Two successive pages out of Codex Vaticanus. Note how the 
next book of the Bible follows in the very next column. Now look back at 
Mark 16 (p. 154). The column that should have 16:9-20 is left blank! As any- 
one can see, something is clearly missing!

* Mithras = Sol Invictus, "the Unconquered Sun" = Tammuz. The late E.O. James (1888-1972), 1n 
The Ancient Gods: The History & Diffusion of Religion in the Ancient Near East & the Eastern 
Mediterranean (2004 edition of a 1960 book—see the Annotated Bibliography) put it this way: 
Mithras in his original Indo-European form was the Vedic god of light, Mitra, and subsequently 
was identified with Sol Invictus, е invincible sun, having been equated with the 
Babylonian solar deity Shamash and the Hellenic Helios. 
(See p. 318. Emphasis mine). 








* Apollo is the Greek equivalent to Babylonian Shamash and the Egyptian Horus. (For instance, see 
Turner & Coulter's Dictionary of Ancient Deities (2000) under "Apollo," p. 62.) 


Can anyone guess the birthday of Mitra? Again from Turner & Coulter: 


"His birthday is December 25," just like Tammuz. So to sum up: 


Tammuz as the sun god = Mithras = Mitra = Sol Invictus = Shamash 


= Helios = Apollo = Horus, etc. 





And the list of synonyms for these gods keeps getting bigger and bigger. 


e The cross as a pre-Christian symbol. See T.W. Doane, Bible Myths & Their Parallels in Other 
Religions (1882), Chapter 33, pp. 339-351. In these pages, he demonstrates a few startling facts: 





T Pagans have erected crosses at various sites centuries before Christ: 
¢ Buddhists, who also put "the sign of the cross" on the heads of followers; 
* Egyptians, who used what we call the "Calvary cross;" a cross rising out of a heart as the 
hieroglyph of goodness; and a cross on their "sacred cakes," just like Catholics do on "Good 
Friday;" 
* Babylonians, who had the cross as the sign of the gods An and Bal; 
* Persians, who had it as their ensign when warring with Alexander the Great; 
* Phoenicians, who used it on their own version of a rosary; 
* Even Greeks and Romans used the "Calvary cross" for centuries. 


* The "chi-rho" was actually the "monogram of Osiris" and of "Jupiter Ammon!" He verified this 
with numerous sources, which he clearly listed 1n his bibliography.

I said, "I never saw happiness so near to sadness as I saw 
today." I asked her what the Prophet had told her. She said, "I would never disclose the secret of 
Allah's Apostle." When the Prophet died, I asked her about 1t. She replied. "The Prophet said, 
'Every year Gabriel used to revise the Qur'an with me once only, but this year he has done so 
twice. I think this portends my death, and you will be the first of my family to follow me.' So I 


started weeping. Then he said. 'Don't you like to be the mistress of all the ladies of Paradise 
or the mistress of all the lady believers? So I laughed for that." 


* Full quotes on Mary and the Muslims. It is very difficult to fit complete quotes into small spaces! 


So to give you the context, here they are 1n full. 


The following 1s the full quote of Mary of Agreda. 
In the last times the Lord will especially spread the renown of His Mother. Mary began 
salvation, and by her intercession it will be concluded. Before the Second Coming of Christ, 
Mary must, more than ever, shine in mercy, might and grace in order to bring unbelievers into the 
Catholic Faith. The powers of Mary in the last times over the demons will be very conspicuous. 
Mary will extend the reign of Christ over the heathens and Mohammedans and it will be a time 
of great joy when Mary, as Mistress and Queen of Hearts, 1s enthroned. 


The following 1s a fuller quote of Fulton J. Sheen: 
It 1s our firm belief that the fears some entertain concerning the Muslims are not to be realized, 
but that Muslimism, instead, will eventually be converted to Christianity--and in a way that even 
some of our missionaries never suspect. It 1s our belief that this will happen not through the 
direct teachings of Christianity, but through a summoning of the Muslims to a veneration of the 
Mother of God.

Adler, Margot. Drawing Down the Moon: Witches, Druids, Goddess-Worshippers, & Other Pagans 
in America Today. Revised and expanded edition. New York: Penguin books, 1986. This is a 
thoroughly anti-Christian, paganism-promoting book. It 1s useful for understanding the neo-Pagan 
movement, but it tries to suck the reader into paganism. Illustrated. 


Baring, Anne & Cashford, Jules. The Myth of the Goddess: Evolution of an Image. New York: 
Penguin Books, 1991. Baring & Cashford claim that goddess worship supposedly "evolved" from 
primitive people 20,000 years ago, all the way to modern Mary worship as the new "mother 
goddess." They refer a lot to Jungian psychology, which teaches there 1s an underlying "universal 
unconscious" in all humans. And this is understandable: both are members of the International 
Association of analytical Psychologists! Baring believes in the "underlying unity of Hinduism, 
Buddhism and Christianity," and Cashford teaches mythology. A goddess-worshipping book, not 
Christian by any means. Illustrated. 


Belan, Kyra. The Virgin in Art: From Medieval to Modern. New York: Barnes & Noble Books (by 
arrangement with Parkstone Press Ltd.), 2005. Artist Dr. Belan, shows, in a number of representative 
paintings, how the Roman Catholic Mary was made into a newer version of ancient goddesses. She 
picks out the many plain clues left by the artists that turned pagan goddess worshippers into Catholic 
Mary worshippers. Her descriptions are very interesting. She may be Catholic—but definitely not a 
Christian. Thoroughly illustrated. 


Caner, Ergun & Caner, Emir. Unveiling Islam: An Insider's Look at Muslim Life & Beliefs. Grand 
Rapids, Michigan: Kregel Publications, 2002. This Gold Medallion Book Award winner deserves its 
excellent reputation. It is sensitive, 1t 1s revealing & it 1s a way of seeing Islam from the inside out. It 
is also a way of seeing how the gospel of Jesus Christ can penetrate a Muslim's heart. 


Carroll, James. Constantine's Sword: The Church & the Jews. A History. New York: Houghton 
Mifflin Co., 2001. Carroll, a former Catholic priest (ordained 1969), spent years trying to make sense 
of the relationship between the Vatican and the Jewish people—and other non-Catholics, as well. His 
conclusions are colored by his Catholicism, but his citations of history are generally pretty accurate. 
He also records some important incidents 1n Constantine's life. 





Conway, Deanna J. Maiden, Mother, Crone: The Myth & Reality of the Triple Goddess. St. Paul, 
MN: Llewellyn Publications, 2003. D.J. Conway 1s a New Age and Occult researcher who has 
studied Yogananda, "Qabala, healing, herbs and Wicca" and 1s an ordained minister in two New Age

churches. She says her "heart lies within the Pagan cultures." She believes that the "goddess," or 
"divine creative force," lies within and actually tries to get the reader to worship the "goddess" in her 
three main forms: maiden, mother and crone. She includes not only principles and mythological 
history, but also meditations and actual rituals to worship the "goddess." She describes some goddess 
myths better than I have found 1n many other books. Totally anti-Christian. Illustrated. 


Cotterell, Arthur & Storm, Rachel. The Encyclopedia of World Mythology: A Comprehensive A-Z 
of the Myths & Legends of Greece, Rome, Egypt, Persia, India, China, & the Norse & Celtic 
Lands. London: Lorenz Books (an imprint of Annes Publishing Ltd.), 1999, 2004. This 1s a fairly 
accurate book, wellillustrated. Gives at least one perspective of each mythological character it 
describes. A good supplementary research book. Non-Christian, but not anti-Christian. Thoroughly 
illustrated. 


Daniels, David W. Answers to Your Bible Version Questions. Ontario: Chick Publications, 2003. 
Answers 60 questions people ask about Bible versions. Includes an annotated bibliography, subject & 
scripture indexes. 





Daniels, David W. Did the Catholic Church Give Us the Bible? The True History of God's Words. 
Ontario: Chick Publications, 2005. This book shows the two histories of the Bible: one of God 
preserving His words through His people; the other of the Devil using the Roman Catholic religion to 
pervert God's words through her "scholars." Thoroughly illustrated by Jack Chick. 





Davies, Nigel. Human Sacrifice: In History and Today. New York: William Morrow & Co., Inc, 
1981. Dr. Davies (1920-2004) was one of the most famous Latin American archaeologists. Raised in 
England, Davies received his Ph.D. at the Universidad Autonoma de Mexico and became an expert in 
pre-Columbian Mexican civilizations. He wrongly assumed Christianity arose from the same pagan 
origins as other religions. Non-Christian, not anti-Christian. Illustrated. 


Dalley, Stephanie, Editor & Translator. Myths from Mesopotamia: Creation, the Flood, 
Gilgamesh & Others. New York: Oxford University Press, 1989. Revised Edition, 2000. This book 
is a translation of many of the famous epic stories that were written 1n cuneiform (wedge-writing) on 
clay tablets that were discovered in the 1800s-1900s. Illustrated. 


Doane, T.W. Bible Myths & Their Parallels in Other Religions, Being a Comparison of the Old & 
New Testament Myths & Miracles with Those of Heathen Nations of Antiquity Considering also 
Their Origin & Meaning. New York: The Truth Seeker Company, 1882. Reprinted by Kessinger 
Publishings Rare Mystical Imprints (www.kessinger.net). This anti-Christian book seeks to discredit 
Christianity by comparing historical Bible stories with various myths of ancient religions. Ignores the 
facts when the Bible story happened first, then the pagans adapted the Bible story into their 
mythology. Illustrated. 





Frazer, Sir James George. The Golden Bough: A Study in Magic and Religion. 1 Volume Abridged 
Edition. New York: Touchstone (Simon & Schuster), 1996. Originally published in 1922 by 
Macmillan, Inc. This is a book loved by anti-Christians, who say that Christianity evolved just like 
any other pagan religion, and who ignore the differences between Bible Christianity and Roman 


Catholic religion. 827 pages of small-print text. Still very informative. 


Gadon, Elinor W. The Once & Future Goddess. New York: HarperCollins, 1989. Gadon is an art 
historian who specializes in Indian art & culture and in analysis of images and symbols in the context 
of their culture. She believes that the "goddess," in whatever form she takes through history, is the key 
to healing and transforming the world. She believes the "goddess" has "reemerged" in society to bring 
about a "new consciousness" of love, freedom and selfawareness that does not exist in any male- 
dominated religion (which for her includes Christianity). Illustrated. 





Gahlin, Lucia. Egyptian Religion: The Beliefs of Ancient Egypt Explored and Explained. London: 
Anness Publishing Ltd., 2002. This book focuses on six topics: Burial Sites, Funerary Religion, 
Tombs, Popular Religion, Temples & Priests and Akhenaten's Religious Revolution. Thoroughly 
illustrated. 





Grant, Michael. Constantine the Great: The Man & His Times. New York: Barnes & Noble Books 
(by arrangement with Scribner, an imprint of Simon & Schuster, Inc.), 1993. This book makes 
Constantine out to be a Christian who needed to change his empire slowly. I disagree that he was any 
kind of Bible Christian. But there are still many excellent snippets of history available here where 
you can verify for yourself what kind of man he was. Illustrated. 





Harding, M. Esther. Woman's Mysteries: Ancient and Modern. A Psychological Interpretation of 
the Feminine Principle as Portrayed in Myth, Story, and Dreams. New York: G.P. Putnam's Sons 
for the С.С. Jung Foundation for Analytical Psychology, 1971. This book, originally published in 
1935, contains an introduction by Carl Jung himself. Harding was trained by Dr. Jung in the 1920s 
and remained a practicing Jungian analyst until she died 1n May 1971. This book 1s cited specifically 
because 1t openly admits there 1s evidence of human sacrifices to Astarte, Diana and countless other 
names for Semiramis. Non-Christian. Illustrated. 


Hislop, Alexander. The Two Babylons: Or, The Papal Worship Proved to Be the Worship of Nimrod 
& His Wife. Ontario, California: Chick Publications. Reprint of the original 1858 book. This 1s the 
classic book to show how modern Roman Catholicism 1s the same religion as that of ancient Babylon. 
It is so powerful in its message that the Devil has been trying to discredit it, especially since the late 
1990s. It is amazingly accurate, written before archaeology became what 15 today. Very detailed. Can 
be confusing at times. Illustrated. 


James, E. О. The Ancient Gods: The History and Diffusion of Religion in the Ancient Near East 
and the Eastern Mediterranean. Edison, NJ: Castle Books, 2004. Originally published in 1960 in 
Great Britain by Weidenfeld & Nicolson. Late Professor James (1888-1972) was Professor Emeritus 
of the History & Philosophy of Religion at the University of London after a long and distinguished 
career & holding many other teaching positions. His book tries to show how gods and goddesses and 
their cults were linked with "nature, agriculture and the seasons, fertility, and the preoccupation with 
life and death and the struggle for existence" (from the front flap). This anthropologist, like many 
others, believed in the idea that religions such as Christianity "evolved" from "primitive" nature 
religion. Non-Christian. Illustrated. 





Leick, Gwendolyn. Mesopotamia: The Invention of the City. New York: Penguin Books, 2001. 
Leick 1s an anthropologist and Assyriologist who lectures at the American International University 1n 
London and in Design Theory at Chelsea College of Art and Design. She also lectures on history, 
archaeology and anthropology of the Middle East and writes about the Ancient Near East. This book 
describes her view of the creation and "life" of ten cities: Eridu, Uruk, Shuruppak, Akkad, Ur, Nippur, 
Sippar, Ashur, Nineveh and Babylon. Illustrated. 


Lings, Martin. Muhammad: His Life Based on the Earliest Sources. Rochester, Vermont: Inner 
Traditions International, 1983. Lings served as Keeper of the Oriental Manuscripts at the British 
Museum, was consultant to the World of Islam Festival Trust and in 1977 participated in the 
Conference on Islamic Education in Mecca. He has written for Studies in Comparative Religion, The 
New Encyclopaedia of Islam & Encyclopaedia Brittanica. In short, his fresh translation of 8th & 9th 
century Arabic sources is very authoritative to Muslim scholars. It also documents Chick 
Publications! The Prophet (Crusader #17). 


Littleton, C. Scott, General Editor. Mythology: The Illustrated Anthology of World Myth & 
Storytelling. San Diego, CA: Thunder Bay Press, 2002. This book details a number of specific myths 
connected to the various gods and goddesses. It doesn't even try to list them all or do them all justice; 
it picks and chooses. Still, the book 1s humongous, yet very easy to read. Much longer descriptions of 
some myths than available elsewhere. Thoroughly illustrated. 





More y, Robert. The Islamic Invasion: Confronting the World's Fastest Growing Religion. Eugene, 
Oregon: Harvest House Publishers, 1992. This book is an important overview to answer specific 
questions: 1) What is Islam? 2) Where did it come from? 3) Why is it a threat to the world today? It 
includes sections on the Muslims' holy books, the Qur'an and the multi-volume Hadith. It also has a 
photographic section on Allah as a moon god. Illustrated. 


Overy, Richard, editor. The Times Complete History of the World. New York: Times Books 
(Harper Collins), 6th edition, 2004. This 1s a book of maps that step the reader through history, with 
explanatory text. Thoroughly illustrated. 


Parrinder, Geoffrey. 4 Dictionary of Non-Christian Religions. Philadelphia: Westminster Press, 
1971. Parrinder (1910-2005) was one of the top authorities on world religions and Professor of the 
Comparative Study of Religions at King's College, London from 1958-77 and the author of over 30 
books. He spent almost two decades as a missionary in Benin and the Ivory Coast. I have used this 
dictionary for 20 years. It was one of the few sources available 1n the 1970s-90s about non-Christian 
religions. Emphasis on Hinduism, Buddhism and Islam. As with all books, it cannot possibly list all 
the deities. Illustrated. 


Porada, Edith (with collaboration of RH Dyson & contributions by CK Wilkinson). The Art of 
Ancient Iran, Pre-Islamic Cultures. New York: Crown Publishers, Inc. Art of the World, 1962. 


Porada (1912-1994) was Arthur Lehman Professor Emeritus of Art History and Archaeology at 
Columbia University and the world's leading authority on ancient cylinder seals. This book, following 
her many travels, 1s considered the standard introduction to the field of Iranian art history. Illustrated, 
largely with color photographs. (In my copy they are physically inserted into the text.) 


Roaf, Michael. Cultural Atlas of Mesopotamia & the Ancient Near East. Oxfordshire, England: 
Andromeda Oxford Limited, 1990. Using 53 maps as a starting point, Roaf added 468 illustrations 
(most in color) to show the history, culture and everyday life of citizens 1n 20 specific sites, and in 
Mesopotamia in general. Very well-compiled special features, as well as a comprehensive index. 





Schnoebelen, William. Wicca: Satan's Little White Lie. Ontario, California: Chick Publications, 
1990. If you want to hear about Wicca and its true Satanic origin by a former Wiccan and Satanist, 
then this 1s the book for you. See some of the references to Schnoebelen's book 1n the Index and see 
for yourself. We are happy to have it available at Chick Publications.

Marian Apparition's Plan to Unite All Religions under the Roman Catholic Church. New York: 


Eternal Productions, 2006. This book 1s an amazing exposé of Satan's plan for the Roman Catholic 
"Mary" as the allencompassing "goddess" who will unite all religions 1n the End of time. 


Tomkins, Peter. The Magic of Obelisks. New York: Harper & Row, 1981. This book contains more 
information about obelisks, their origin, significance and the occultic rites connected with them than 
any other book I have ever seen. It also relates that Nero killed Christians by the obelisk on Vaticanus 
hill. On the other hand, it 1s 1n no way Christian; and 1t discusses many things about filthy occultic 
rituals and beliefs most people would rather not know. 





Turner Patricia & Coulter, Charles Russell. Dictionary of Ancient Deities. New York: Oxford 
University Press, 2000. This is no minor dictionary. The back cover claims it is "the most 
comprehensive reference ever compiled on ancient deities from every tradition." And I agree. While 
it doesn't cover every god and goddess I have ever found (see p. 91 of this book for the reason why), 
it covers most of them, in a fair and evenhanded manner. If you are researching about ancient deities, 
this book is an absolute must. The index 1s one of the best I have ever seen, and quickly points you to 
the 1nformation you are seeking. 





Whyte-Melville, С. J. Sarchedon: A Legend of the Great Queen. London: Ward, Lock & Co., 
Limited, 1871. This is a novel set in the days of Queen Semiramis— but as if she had lived many 
centuries after the true wife of Nimrod actually lived. It is dedicated to Austin Layard, discoverer of 
the ancient Assyrian Library of Ashurbanipal. So in many ways, it attempts to be a "historical novel." 
It bases itself upon the discoveries of ancient writings in Babylonia, Sumer to the south and Assyria 
to the north. It was written 1n the early days of modern archaeology. However many shortcomings it 
may have, its description of Semiramis 1s so well-written that I had to put it in this book.
